News of the 
woman’s threat and the man's defiance 
spread over the countryside, and there 
was intense interest in the plans for 
the funeral. 

Mrs. Stelzer’s body was taken from 
the morgue, where it had lain since 
Warner refused to admit it to his home, 
and was carried out to the cemetery at 
the head of a long cortege of carriages 
containing friends, neighbors and many 
who were drawn by curiosity. 

The pastor had scarcely begun te read 
the burial service when the earta 
around the open grave caved jn..

Francis was insanely jealous. He said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Tnesday: 

“Mrs. Francis was 48 years old, though 
she gave out her age as 38. I am 26. 
Last Sunday I was playing with a 
little girl out there, only 11 years old, 
and Mrs. Francis became very angry. 
It was foolish for her to be jealous of 
a mere child. Monday afternoon she 
brought in some strawberries. 
iving down, and she came and said 
for me to-look what. a fine box of 
berries she had. I told her they were 
fine on top, but probably not so fine 
at the bottom of the box. This made 
her angry, and shel, declared that I 
didn't care for her afty more and that 
nothing si.e could do. would please me. 

Returns, Finds Door Locked. 

‘“T left the house to keep from quar- 
reling and went to a neighboring sa- 
loon. Half an hour later I returned anJ 
found whe door lecked. I entered 
through u window. Mrs. Francis was 
lying on the bed in a stupor. I sup- 
posed she was under ‘the influence of 
morphine, as she often used the drug. 
But when I discovered a three-ounce 
bottle of carbolic acid on a table, al- 
most empty, I became alarmed and 
called the landlady, Mrs: Joseph B. 
Lammert. We called physicians, and 
an ambulance came to take Mrs. Fran- 
cis to the North Side Dispensary. She 
died on. the way there. 

“Tl first met Mrs. Francis in Cincin- 
nati, where I lived, and she was prac- 
ticing medicine That was four years 
ago. I went to her for treatment and 
she fell in love with me. She and I 
have traveled together ever since. She 
took me to see her married Gouger 
in Pittsburg.” 

Snys She Divorced Two 

“Ts her husband living?” 
was asked. x 

“Yes, two of them,’’ he replied, ‘“‘but 
she was divorced from both. Her third 
husband, whose name was Francis, died. 
Her first husband was Jake Grace, who, 
she thought, lived in St. Louis. Grace 
was a strike breaker and made a lot 
of money during: the St. Louis street car 
strike. Her second husband, named 
Wagner, lives in Somerville, O. Grace 
is the father of her married daughter, 
Mrs. Parl Wilsen of 2400 Center street, 
Pittsburg. 

“Mrs. Francis had ‘been getting $10 a 
week -from her sister, Mrs. Joseph Ca- 
ruthers of Cincinnati, but some time 
ago these remittances were cut off. She 
wrote to her daughter for money and 
letter a few days ago, iu 
which the daughter ‘said: ‘Leok up fa- 
ther and remind him he still has a 
daughter. Perhaps he may help you 
out." She was trying to find Grace. I 
think the letter made her despondent.’’ 

Mrs. Francis wag known to Mrs. Lam- 
meért and the neighbors as Mrs. Greens- 
field. She came te St. Louis last March. 

Stayed at Home After Fall. 

Mrs. Lambert, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Mrs. Francis came to her 
house and rented a room, saying that 
her husband would join her shortly. A 
few days later Greensfield appeared. 
The man fell and broké his wrist while 
working several weeks ago, and since 
then had spent much of his time at 
home. 4 

“But Mr. Greensfield paid the rent,” 
sald Mrs. Lambert, “and Mrs. Greens- 
fie:c—as }] supposed her to be—spent her 
money on drugs and drink.” 

Mrs. Sophie Shott, who lives next door 
to the Lammert home, became well ac- 
quainted with Mrs, Francis. She 
had many conversations with her and 
ae something of her past life.

THINKS SALARIES LOW 
Believes Subtreasurers Should 
Get Together and Demand 
Increase. 








_ Thomas J. Akins became Postmaster 
of St. Louls Tuesday, and Oscar L. 
Whitelaw succeeded Mr. Akins as As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States. 


Mr. Akins first turned over the Sub- 
treasury, with its $32,000,000 cash, to 
Whitelaw, and then went down to the 
first floor and took charge of the Post- 
office. 

Frank Wyman, who has been Post-. 
master at St. Louis for nearly six years, 
had everything in readiness for Mr. 
Akins when the new Postmaster arrived 
to take charge. Evi F. Martin was 
sworn in as Assistant Postmaster. 

Friends of the new officials sent them 
flowers, and several dropped in to con- 
gratulate them. Mr. Akins said he had 
nothing of interest to say, except that 
the people would continue to get their 
mail as usual. 

Mr. Whitelaw said it required but a 
few minutes for him to discover that 
salaries of employes of the Subtreasury 
were entirely too low, considering the 
responsibility and the work. The sal- 
aries range from $900 a year, the low- 
est, to $2500 a year, the highest. 

Thinks Increase Should Be Asked. 

“The men who do the work in the 
Subtreasury ought to be better paid,”’ 
said Mr. Whitelaw. ‘I think the Sub- 
treasurers of the United States ought 
to get together and demand an increase 
in the salaries.’’ 

The cash balance in the Subtreasury 
at the close of business Saturday was 
$32,159,167.98. Five men selected by the 
Treasury Department were .sent here 
from ashington to count the money. 
It will take them two weeks to make the 
count. 

There are $19,000,000 in gold in the 
Subtreasury, of which $15,000,000 is in $20 
gold pieces. Thére is not much demand 
for $20 gold pieces for commercial pur- 
poses. There are $5,000,000 in silver coins 
and the balance is in currency. 

The men who are counting the money 
are D. W. Herriott, T. F. Athey, J. N. 
Kiine, Charles Fisher and O. W. Birck- 
head.

Mr. Akins becomes Postmaster as the 
result of a long war waged upon Mr. 
Wyman by the politicians, whom he re- 
fused to recognize in making his ap- 
pointments. ' Jeptha D. Howe, the for- 
mer “‘Crying Boss’’ of the Republicans, 
desired to have a hand in making Mr. 
Wyman’s appointments. Mr. Wyman 
thought he was qualified to make the 
‘appointments without consulting the 
politicians, and for that reason he in- 
curred their enmity. 

It required a constant fight of ‘nearly 
two years to get Mr. Wyman out. The 
postmastership was originally promised 
to Mr. Whitelaw, but after it became 
an assured fact that Mr. Wyman would 
not be retained the politicians demand- 
ed that the job be given to Mr. Akins, 
Mr. Whitelaw was then appointed to 
taken Mr. Akins’ place as Subtreasurer.

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DISAPPEARING 


George A. Osgood Left Fam- 
ily Once Before Without 
. Announcing Intention. 


MARRIED SECOND. TIME 


Left First Wife in Massachu- 
setts, Where He Learned _ 
the Shoe Business. 


In the investigation following the dis- 
appearance of George A. Osgood from 
his home, 1477 Goodfellow avenue, it has 
developed that this is not the first time 
he has left his family. Several years 
ago he left St. Louis without notifying 
his relatives of his intention. Previous 


to that he deserted a wife in a small 
town in Massachusetts and came to 
St. Louis. 

“George Osgood has an idiosyncrasy 
for running away from home whenever 
he is seriously disturbed about any- 
thing,”’ said a man who has known the 
missing merobant and professional basso 
ever since he has been in St. Louis, 
about 2 years. 

Wife Calls at Studio, 

Mrs. Osgood called on Miss Lottie 
Nehring at the flat rented by her 
husband at 3610 Finney avenue, Mon- 
day afternoon, anf asked the young 
woman if she knew where Osgood 
was. Miss Nehring told Mrs. Osgood 
that she had not seen Osgood for a 
week, that he had not told her he was: 
going away, and that she had heard 
nothing from him since he disappeared. 

To a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
Miss Nehring said that she had fre- 
quently told Osgood: to bring his wife 
down to see the studio which he main- 
tained in the front room of the flat, 
and that he told her he would do so, 
but he neglected to fulfill his promise. 

Miss Nehring, a ladies’ tailor, occu- 
pied the rear rooms of the flat. 

George A. Osgood .was known as Ad- 
dison G. Osgood when he first came to 
St. Louls and went to work for the 
Desnoyers-Brown Shoe Co. He had 
studied music in Boston and had a fine 
bass voice. He had no difficulty in 
getting a position in a choir and for 
Several years sang in St, John’s Cath- 
olic Church. Later he sang in the 
choir of the First 
Church, &t Fourteenth and Lucas ave- 
nue, ‘where. the Gayéty Theater now 
stands. 


Votee Attracted Attention. 
No one Knew anything ofr Osgood's 


‘| past when he came to St. Louis, but he 


attracted attention in musical] circles 
by his voice and he advanced rapidly in 
the shoe manufacturing business. After 
he had been here two or three years he 


fj married Miss Goddard, daughter of El- 


bridge Goddard, a miller, and head of 
one of the old families of St. Louis, 
whom he met,in the church. 

The mystery surrounding his past was 
then uncovered. When a young man 
he had learned the shoe trade in Lowell, 
Mass., and there married the daughter 
of the woman with whom he bearded. 
One day his clothes were found piled 
up on the bank of the river and Osgood 
was seen no more. His wife and friends 
believ,cd he had been drowned, and he 


|| was mourned as dead. 


Soon after he left Lowell he made 


his appearance in St. Louis. Subsequent- 


ly his Lowell wife got a divorce fron: 
bim. ‘ 
Left Wife and Child Bebind. 

Osgood apparently was doing well in 
his occupation, a gon had been born to 
him, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tached, wheen he again disappeareed. 
Several days after his departure a 
friend in St. Louis received- a telegram 
from him in Kansas City, saying that 
he had left &t. Loiis and would net re- 
turn. 

His father-in-law instituted a search 
for him. The police were put on his 
trail and private detectives investigated 
his career closely.- It was-learned that 
he had rented a room in the old Pope 
Bullding, since razed to make room Zor 
the Century Building. 

He was finally found in a shoe town 
in Massachusetts where he was learn- 
ing the trade of shoe cutting. Mr. God- 
dard induced him to return to St. Louls, 
where he was employed as basso in the 
first Presbyterian Church choir, and 
went to work for the Hamilton-Brown 
Bhoe Co. 

Organized Leather Concern. 

In late years he has sung with suc- 
cess in the choirs of the Lindell Boule- 
vard Church, and the Grand Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, and he is well 
known to the musical public. 

Two years ago he organized the Bt. 
Louis Leather Findings Co. at 5762 Theo- 
dosia avenue with his son, Joseph God- 
dard Osgood, as his partner. Last 
Thursday he drew $8000 from the Bank 
of Wellston and again disappeared from 
home. His disappearance was made 
public when his son complained to the 
police of the Page Avenue Station, ask- 
ing that he be found and the money 
recovered, 

The son was told by Sergt. O'Toole 
that as he had taken his own money 
from the bank the police had no right 
to act in thé matter.

NEW YORK, June 1.—In a modest 
hall room in the furnished rooming 
house at 115 Madison avenue, tempor- 
arily dwells A. P. Gillles, who has prob- 
ably incorporated more miilions on pa- 
per than Col. Sellers ever created in 
his dreams, ,Efforts to discover the real 
backer of the $750,000,000 Imperial Steel 
Corporation, chartered in Delaware Fri- 
day, brought the investigator to the 
threshold of Mr. Gillies’ small hall room, 
but he promptly disavowed any connec- 
tion with the $750,000,000 company. 

Mr. Gillies intimated that he knew 
who was behind the enterprise. 

‘It’s a Pittsburg crowd,’ he said. 
“The company is enly a stab in the 
dark. I have just returned from Pitts- 
burg, where I saw the steel crowd. I 
have just organized the Gillies Steel 
Corporation with a capital stock of $10,-

With summer weather prevailing it 
would seem that the game of tenpins 
in St. Louis would be almost dead, but 
the new game junior tenpins has taken 
a great hold on all of the local expert 
bowlers who almost any afternoon can 
be found trying their luck at the new 
game. 

In the junior game. the pins are merely 
smaller and the balls smaller. As in 
tenpins, only two balls are allowed for 
each frame. In junior tenpins a game 
of anything over 100 is rated good. 
Duck pins, candle pins and rubber necks 
are altogether different from the new 
game. It is the first small ball game 
for which the small, hard rubber ball 
has been used. 

Some of the bowlers prefer to use the 
small wooden balls and not a few of 
the bowlers have secured the small 
Mineralite spheres for their own exclu- 
sive use.

GAMES URGED 


Cornell University Men Want 
Students to Cheer for Good 
* ' Plays Only. 


The campaign for better sportsman- 
ship in cheering at college baseball 
games, instituted at Cornell, is bearing 
fruit. Within ten.days the undergradu- 
ates at Yale and Brown so far forgot 
themselves in their anxiety to win that 
their action called forth sharp criticism 
in the editorial columns of their daily 
Papers. Following the defeat of Yale 
by Brown, the Yale Daily News said: 

“One month ago the News received a 
telegram from the Cornell Daily Sun, 
inquiring whether ‘Yale cheers with the 
intention of rattling the pitcher or other 
player at critical points of a game while 
the visiting team is in the field.’ In 
answer, we replied: ‘The only time when 
there is cheering, under such circum- 
Stances as you write of,/is when a 
player comes to bat after a hit, after 
a run and after a good play, with- 
out respect to the side achieving it, 
Cheering or singing at any time is never 
intended to rattle the opponent’s pitch- 
er. Yesterday’s game contradicts our 
statement. 

“For the sake of good sport and our 
desire to attain a sportsmanlike attitude 
toward athletics these breaks of eti% 
quette ought to be discontinued. In a 
few weeks the responsibility of under- 
graduate behavior at a baseball game 
will depend upon the cheer leaders. We 
hope that they may side with us in this 
matter of cheering—to stifle all at- 
temps to rattle either the pitcher of 
other player of the team in the field 
and to shun any outburst at an error of 
our opponents.” 

Three days later, after Brown's de- 
feat by Lafayette, the following sharp 
criticism appeared in the »rown Herald: 

“The disorganized cheering in the 
ninth inning of Saturday's game, when, 
with two on: bases and none out, the 
Brown stands attempted to unnerve the 
Lafayette pitcher and players by hoot- 
ing and rowdy cheering was one of the 
most ungentlemanly exhibitions ever 
given by Brown undergraduates. * * ® 
The Herald is sincerely sorry that the 
incident occurred, and is sure that a 
repetition of such tactics will not be 
tolerated here.’’

STATUS OF THE NEGRO 





Question of Social Equality Is 
Sidestepped at National 
Conference. 





“NEW YORK, June 1.—That 3284 men, 
women and children have been lynched 
in this country in the last quarter of 
a century was the assertion of Mrs. 
Ida Wells Barnett at the National Con- 
ference on ‘“‘The Status of the American 
Negro” in this city today. Asking why 
this was permitted by a Christian na- 
tion, Mrs. Barnett quoted John Temple 
Graves as saying that the mob stands 
as the most potential bulwark between 
the women of the South and such a 
carnival of crime as would precipitate 
the annihilation of the negro race. 
‘“‘All know this is untrue,’’ Mrs. Barnett 
said. 

“The lynching record,” she added, 
“disclose the hypocrisy of the lynch- 
ers.’’ 

Describing the riots at Springfield, IIl., 
Mrs. Barnett said it was all because 
a white woman said a negro had at- 
tacked her. Later, Mrs. Barnett said, 
the woman published a retraction, but 
the lynched victims were dead. 

Mrs. Barnett, who has spent several 
years in the investigation of lynching 
through the South and West brought 
a proposal to the conference that it 
maintain a permanent bureau for in- 
vestigation, with attendant publicity of 
all lynchings. Publicity, she said, was 
an effective safeguard, 


Equality Question Sidestepped, 
The conference was formaMy opened 


vesterday .n the assembly hall of the 
United Charities Building. The question 
of equality was cleverly sidestepped, 
though on several occasions it was 
brought up adroit##® by a negro delegate 
who would refer to the interest taken 
by the white man in the political and 
economic standing of the negro and the 
effort to win justice for him. 

One negro advocate, George Clemm of 
Boston, was particularly anxious that 
the proceedings should be opened with 
prayer, and he also deplored the absence 
of young white women at the meeting. 

Whether or not the conference will 
become an annual affair is doubtful, as 
it has encountered opposition on the 
part of some of the prominent men who 
have been asked to attend. Seth Low, 
Francis Lynde Stetson and _ several 
others declined the invitation on the 
ground that aJtiiough they were friends 
of the negro, they did not believe such 
a conference could bring much good, 
because it must necessarily emphasize 
the points of difference. 


More Negroes Than Whites. 
The attendance showed a larger pro- 


portion of negroes than whites, but the 
two races sat together and commingled 
during debate. Among those who at- 
tended were Prof. Livingston Farrand 
and Prof. John Dewey of Columbia; 
Bishop Alexander Walters of the Zion 
Methodist Church; Mrs. Cella Parker 
Wooley, founder of the Frederick Doug- 
las Center, in Chicago; Jane Addams of 
the Hull Hung, Te Wells Barrett, the 
negro editor, hose printing presses 
were destroyed in Tennessee by a white 
mob, and who addressed the confer- 
ence on lynchings in the South; Judge 
Wendell Stafford, of the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia; Clarence 
Darrow, the Chicago radical; Prof. John 
Spencer. Bassett of Smith College, 
Northampton, Mass., who was forced 
to leave the South on account of his 
pro-negro utterances; Edwin D. Meade, 
of Boston; Prof, W. E. Du Bois of 
Atlanta University, author of ‘“The Souls 
of Black Folks,’ and Willlam A. Ben- 
nett, representative in Congress from 
New York. 

In‘ order to refute the generally ac- 
cepted Southern dictum that a negro 
could not be improved by education, the 
platform was surrounded with charts 
showing diagrams of the brains of an 
ape, an orang outang, an unscrupulous 
politician, an illiterate black janitor and 
& prominent mathematician. 


Preserved Brains Exhibited. 
Prof. Burt G. Wilder of Cornell Unj!- 


versity, who is the author of ‘a form 
of bequest of brains,”"" exhibited pre- 
served brains and showed that appa- 
ratus of man and beast. He pleased his 
negro aucitors mightily when he said: 
“The negro is distinctly human in al) 
essential respects, and as yet there has 
been found no constant feature by 
which it may be certainly distinguished 
from that of a Caucasian: whereas, 
either of them is at once distinguished 
from the brain of an ape, and would 
be by a dozen or more points of struc- 
ture, even if they were of the same 
size.”’ 

Prof. Wilder contended that the brain 
of a negro was about two ounces lighter 
than that of the average white man. 
Prof. Wilder asked all Africans who had 
attained eminence to leave their brains 
to his department at Cornell. 


William Hayes Ward, who presided at | 


the opening session, in his opening aa- 
dress said that the purpose of the con- 
ference was to emphasite the principic 
that equal justice should be done to man 
as man, and particularly to the negro. 
Mrs. Ce'la Parker Wodley, who was 
accorded a warm welcome, said: “It is 
not the negro who is at stake in this 
controversy, deep and Widespread ag ar« 
his wrongs. It is the White man, the 
white man's civilization, the white man's 
republic, It is not a quettion of negro 
supremacy, but of the Worth of those 
claims to superiority which are so eas 
alarmed for their own ty and 
tinuance.”’ . |

Work on but six of the nine importan: 
public improvements for which a total 
of $11,200,000 in bonds was voted three 
years ago has been commenced thus 
far. 

Of the bonds authorized at the election 
June 12, 1906, $6,500,000 have been sold. On 
July 1 the semi-annual interest on these 
bonds will have to be paid. The use of 
this large sum for the year will cost the 
city $260,000, or about one-eighth of the 
sum already spent on the several im- 
provements. 

The building of the new Insane Asy- 
lum and the purchase of six new parks 
have exhatisted the money voted for 
those purposes. Construction of the 
Asylum is under way. It is expected 
that the building will be ready for use 
in about eight months. Its cost will be 
$1,000,000, or just the amount that was 
authorized in the bond issue. 

Park Fund Exhausted. 

In acquiring its six small parks, at 
Twenty-third and Carr streets, Tenth 
and O’Fallon streets, Ninth and Sou- 
lard, Eighth and Soulard streets, Tenth 
street and Ann avenue, and Bleventh 
and Mullanphy streets, the city has ex- 
pended $662,933.73. The difference be- 
tween that amount and the $670,000 
voted has been Set aside for the beauti- 
fication and maintenance of these parks. 

The site of the municipal buildings 
west of the City Hall cost $976,849.98 so 
that of the $2,000,000 yielded by the sale 
of bonds for that purpose, there re- 
mains but $1,023,105.02 with which to meet 
the cost of the buildings. The plans al-

representing an outlay of at least $1,- 
500,000. This deficit of nearly half a 
million, it is expected, will be sup- 
plied by appropriations from municipal 
revenue. 

Thus for $170,672.50 has been paid for 
land through which King’s highway 
boulevard will be extended. A total of 
$500,000 in bonds was authorized to 
bear the city’s share of the expense 
in establishing the boulevard, and all 
of them have been sold. 


Ready to Work on Boulevard, 
Street Commissioner Travilla says that 


if the Municipal Assembly does not 
adjourn before passing the necessary 
legislation he will have his forces at 
work on the boulevard this summer. 
Sites for engine houses and the build- 
ings themselves have been bought from 
the proceeds of the bonds issued in be- 
half of the Fire Department. But $130,- 
000 of the $230,000 of bonds authorizea 
have been sold. Of that sum $120,926 has 
been paid for ground and buildings. 
All the bonds voted for the new city 
hospital—$800,000—have been sold, and 
contracts for the erection of the build- 
ing will be let next month. This sum 
has been found sufficient with which 
to realize »present plans. 
More Money Needed for Bridge. 

Another sale of bonds voted fer the 
free birdge will be necessary, city of- 
ficials feel, within the next three 
menths. The contracts for the building 
of the four piers will be let within six- 
ty days. That work will mean an outlay 
Oi $560,000, which is $50,000 more than is 
now on hand. In addition, the con- 
demnation and purchase of approaches 
on both sides of rhe river will require 
a sum equally large. It is believed that 
$1,040,000 of the $3,000,000 of bonds yet 
unsold will have to be placed on the 
market. 

“There has been set aside $215,000 for 
the building of public sewers, but none 
of this has been used and there are as 
yet no definite plans for its application. 
For an increase in the mileage of big 
sewers $1,600,000 in bonds was voted, but 
only a third of the total is available. 
The whole sum is regarded as not more 
than a tenth of what will be necessary 
to convert the River des Peres into a 
sewer from its beginning in Forest Park [ 
t» the Mississippi River. 

The new viaduct over.the Missouri 
Pacific and Frisco tracks at King’s 
highway has been planned, but no 


money has been spent on.that im- 
provement.. The $400,000 raised by the 
sale of a part of the $1,0w,000 worth 


of bonds voted for bridges and viaducts 
is in the treasury, untouched.
